Frivoner admitted that he yaw it 
forged sud then went and passed it over asa good 
cheque, the complainant having left his cheque_ 
book for a short time in un unlocked drawor by 
accident. * Privoner got$l0 of the proceeds, and 
promptly spent it the same evening ‘in gam- 
bling, with tho exception of $1.25, 
Placed in his present position ‘by his love of 
gambling. This was'such a serions offence in 
a large commercial community like Hongkong 
that it Lad tu be punished very severely indeed.

THEFT OF WATCHES. 

Lo Wai was charged ‘with having on 2Uth 
July broken into. the store of J. A. Rombach 
in Queon’s Road Central, and stolen 13+ 
watches, valued at £450, und a handkerchiof, 
aul Chu Pun and Lo Wai’ were chargud 
with having received 18 watches and the hand- 
Korchiof, knowing them to have been stolen. 

They pleaded not guilty. 

Tho following jury were ompanelled :—Messrs 
W. B. Boyco (foreman), A.-E. Katsch, V. de 
Marney, B. D. Kuptoyn, F. 8. Levy, C. Konig 
and ©. J. F. Mittell. : : 

The Hon. Attorney-General, Sir Honry 8. 
Borkeley (instructed by Mr. F. B. L. Bowsey, 
Crown Solicitor), appeared for the Crown, In 
opening the cose he said the prisoners were 
charged with having been concerned in an 
extensive jewellery robbery. On 20th alt, Mr 
Rombach left his shop lute in the afternoon 
and went out with a bathing party, tak- 
ing with him his house-hoy. (n returning he 
found that his shop had been broken into 
and the thieves had taken away a white 
handkerchief, which had been left on the desk, 
and some 1:34 watches. Thore was no trace 
of the robbers to ho found for some days 
but on the 24th ult, from information received, 
the police arrested the prisonor Lo Wai and 
found two of the stolen wutcheaund the hat d- 
kerchief in his possession. Ou yeurchiny round 
the pawnbrokers’ shopy they found 16 word 
watches.” Four of the pawubrokers identified 
the first prisoner ax the man who had pawned 
the watches. Two identified the second prisoner 


as the man who had pawned two watches’ undor 
& false naine. © Roth prisoners lived with “Mr. 
‘Rombach’s house-servant, who had gone with 
his master to the bathing, party. . At first, 
suspicion rested on the honse-boy, und, it rested 
upon him still, for boing implicated ih the affair. 
- owas arrested, buthud tobe discharged because 
there was not sufficient evidence against him. 
When charged at the Migistracy the first pri- 
soner admitted having taken part in the robbory, 
but said he only waited outside while. three 
others went into the store. The fact that 
somo of the stolen yoods wore found immediately 
afterwards in the possession of the prixoners was 
sufficient to justify the jury in finding them 
guilty of the robbery itself; at any rate they 


should be found guilty of receiving. 

Tho jury found both prisoners guilty, 

His Lordship sentenced the first, Lo Wai, to 
sven years’ imprisonment with lard labour, 
und the second, Chu Pun. to two years’ 
imprisonment with hard labour, recommending 
both for .banisiment at the ond of their 
respective terms of incarceration.

Mr, Looker. said that a foud had arisen 
between the district Watchmen and Sanitary 
Board men on account cf a Sanitary Board 
matshed encroaching on the watchmen's cow- 
pound--and they did not like it. A constable 
vearched uo rateatcher without» warrant, and 
this was not logal. 

Mr. Gompertz: I think so, 

Mr. Looker: They may do it, but they have 
no right to. 

Mr. Gompertz held thet policemen were 
allowod to do so. . 

My. Looker, continuing, suid that a district 
watchman went to the constable’s assistance and 
used un truncheon, thinking,-no donbt, that the 
ratcatoher was giving “sauce.” On account of 
this affair tho district watchmen attacked the 
Sanitary Board mon, and the lutter used stones 
in xolf-defence. 

Mr. Gompuriz, iu his decision, dismissed the 
case against the.constable, with regard to agsault- 
ing the ratcatcher. He convicted the ratcacther 
of assault, us he caught theother man by tlie arm 
--but he refrained from punishing him never- 
theless. P.-Sergt. Fife had proved tliat all the 
Sanitary Board defendants, except the foreman, 
had ased stones. -He would -fine them (nine 
men) ten dollars~~

A FRESHEYT FN SOUTH CHINA. 
Petar oe

A froshet, Nover soon a freshet at close 
quarters? Well, let me describe ons as we have 
them on the rivers in South Chinu. At the 
rivers to.the north of the great West River 
havea very rapid full, but possibly none #0 | 
great as the Cassia River. This is of -the 
Cussia in spate. : ‘ 

Ask tha steamer captains at Wachow what 
they think of one of these freshets rushing 
down upon them na they lie at anchor a little 
below the junction of the Cassia River with the 
Wert River, I will not attempt to reproduce 
the reply. Steam hax to be got up at once, and 
asafo uuchorage to he found above the area 
affected by the mad.rush of ihe waters. 

’ But now, in imagination. come up the river 
to seo the freshet in its formation. Fora 
typical one two days’ steady raiu are needed, wud 
then on ‘the third all will bo in full flow,. At 
first the water will rise slowly, only yradually 
‘colouriny the ordinarily trausparent waters. 
But lock around. Evéry mountain valley and 
deproxsion has a silver streak winding down, a 
picture in the distance, a foaming torrent in 
reality. A thousand such are feeding the mein 
stream. Watch the waters. The colour is now 
as the soil,and tho surface is covered with the 
aweepings of the land. Look at the bank, 
Not inch hy ineli, but foot by foot, xee the waters 
lap up and up, Is it twenty feot or is it thirty ? 
Your momory fails to clearly recollect all that i 
now covered. But it has not finished yet. You 
therefore.taka careful note of the bank not yot 
submerged, so that if it should rise you will 
have some reliable dita. You reckon that itis 
about twenty feet to the crost of the bunk. But 
ean it ever reach that ¥ : 

Perhaps you.now turn from contemplating 
the bank to look out on the stream again. As 
you watch your interest grows. The sweepings 
of the country have given place now. to mach 
more solid matter. 
leaves that you see. 
perhaps tho ramnins of a raft.

Here ix a lot of timber, 
Here is what 
was once a flimsy houso, und little row-boats are 
being swept down as they aro trying to gather 
in the flotsam and jotsum that will serve their 
owners in the place of kindling for many a rainy 
day. Theso boats will return when the water 
has subsided, for though the placo where you 
anchored was of coursy slack water it is nows 
torrent. 

Now ,lovk at the bunk again, What has 
happened 2) Where aro ull the marks you mado 
w mental note of ? Goue. But we can’t havo 
risen: twenty feet while we wore looking out on 
the flood? Well perhaps not, but you cunat 
least seo.over the top of the bank, which only 
a fow hours ago overtopped thé mast. But now 
forget. the raging stream behind you and 
watch the bank in front attentively. A won- 
derful sight will reward you. It. is sworming 
with lifo of all descriptions. All creatures seem 
to havo forgotten their. natural enzities 
in the absorbing desire for yelf-preservation. 

Hore are five beetles on -one biade of grass. 
The waters rise. “hero is no more room. One 
puts off totry to swim to an adjoining stalk, 
where there ure only three. But his arrival is 
too much for the slender stulk, and all four are 
now in the water vainly trying to reaoh sone 
terra firma. And so the waters rise, and the 
more crowded become all the available refuges, 
Hero ure creatures driven from their holes, un- 
accustomed to the light, but what cun they do? 
And so the value of the collection inerouss 
frem a collector's poiut of view. Enough to 
the square yard for a whole case! It is tho 
story of the Delugo acted in miniature. 

besides the smaller life there are the snakes, 
long green ones and browns of all sizes, “How 
they swim and battle with the current, A 
refuge at Inst! It's a boat. And so on comes 
an unwelcome visitor in spite of boathooks, 
poles and forks wieldad by a frightened crew. 
Tho’ thrown off thoy will try again and again, 
and in spite of all precautions sume will get on 
hoard, of course only to meet a different fate 
to thut from which they have been fleeing. 

But. now the crest of the bank is submerged, 
aud the wholo of -the struggling creatures are 
swopt off in the relentless waters. The water 
is now spreading: over the country. But what 
now? Has it suddenly becom» so hot that it ix 
boiling?

RUSSIAN WARSHIPS. AT 
SHANGHAI. . 
ag : 
ROTH VESSELS ORDERED AWay. 

Aes might he expected tho arrival of two 
Russian warships at this port excited n deal of 
curiosity ond a nutural desire ameng many to 
sex tho vessols that havo been subjected to the 


ranniug the guuatlet, Tho cruiser Aske/d und 
the destroyer Grozorei urrived at Woosnng at 
2p.m-on thy 12th instant. Later in the day 
the Grozevo? proceeded to Zhang hai, mhile the 
Askold remained at anchor off Spit Buoy, about 
(wo or three miles from shore. Near hor wus 
asmall German vessel said to be laden with coal, 
and not vory far «ff wns the French battleship 
Movtcatm. There were also two American 
warships in the vicinity, and couple of 
lorpedo-boats «f the same. mutionslity were 
Manouvring about; one of these steamed up 
river towards Shaughoi at about 1145 a.m. on 
the L3th. ' 

Tho Askold, as far ax could.be ascertained 
from shore by means of binoculars, presented 


battered appearance, showing sigus of contact 


with Japaneso shells snd soma signs of 
patchwork having. been done hore and there. 
Of her five funnels, four were intact, at least 
they wore standing: the fifth had had about 
four feotof it shot off. ‘This was apparently in 
course of being repnired, and the new section 
inten tod to replace the part missing bad beeu 
laid ina Tine with the funnels, causing it to 
appear not unlike the stump of oa sixth fuunel. 
Ather stern the Avlold ilies the Russian nayal 
ensign, whilst at the main mast flies what 
appears to be the Admiral’s flag. 


There was a rumour current at Woosung 


that a Japanose warship was expected 
shortly. Meanwhile the duty of watch- 
ing the’ Russian bad been allotted to 
the constable of the Japanese Consulate-

belonging to a local Japanese Company, Lo 
this he mado poriodies] cruises round the 
Askold, watching her every move and reporting 
tho results of bis obsorvations to the Consal- 
General. There wore aluo cruising outside 
Woosung French, Americus, and Chinese 
steam-launches, which are, it is surmised, on the 
lookout for. the upproach of Japaneee warships. 
Though Suturdey morning the Askold showed 
no signs of leaving hor mooriogs, luter in the 
day she hove up anchor and siesmed slowly up 
river for the Cosmopolitan Duck and lay up 
alongside the dock at three o'vlock, where, it is 
understood, she will be docked, As evidence of 
the damages sho bas received an interesting 
little incident happened just as sho was leaving 
her anchorage. M.M.S. Fearless (3rd ctasy 
orviser) happonodto becoming in atthe time, and 
as sho passel the forsign men-ef-war in the 
harbour, saluted cach in tara. Nezring the 
Askold tho Fearless extended the sume courtesy 
to ‘her, but the unfortunate vessel on acconut of

THE ANTLCATHOLIC TROUBLE 
IN HUPEH. 
A Hupeh despatch of 12th August says :— 
Many: reports from prefects ond magistrates 


are reesived here. bat outsiders have mange 


rumours. Some say the trouble at Enshih was 
caused by a quatrel betweon Catholics und 
Protestants, while. tho others say that certain 
profects caused the trouble. ‘The only thing 


known here is that three priest atid seven. 


converts were killed (the number of converts 
killed was reported assix, but this is wrong). All 
the anti-Cutholic troubles have been negotiated 
throughthe French Consul-Generalat Shanghai, 
hitherto, but, in this matter the French Consul 
has taken it up to deal with as 
he was asked to “do xo hy the Cutholies. 


‘Lhe French Conail js now in negotiations 


with Viceroy Chang Chilhtang,. and he 
also asked the Viceroy -to instrurt the local 
authorities to settle tha affair spoedily. Fou 
or five days after the trouble had happoned a 
French warship came up from Shanghai and 
went upto Ichung as the French Consul at Han- 
kow asked the French Consul-Creneral at Shang 
hai to send one. When the report of the trouble 
reached Wachang, Suh-prefect Feng had. been 
ordered to praceed te the spot to investigute 
the matter. The sub-prefeet. intended to order 
Magistrate Hsu to wake a preliminary trial, 
bat 4s Magistrate Heu'a experience was not 
enough Magistrate Yu wus appointed in his 
stead. The Prefect. of Shihnan. knowing: 
trouble was expected. took leave and returned 
to his native hone on the pretence of illness. 
Sub-prefoct Ho took charge of the Prafect’s 
duties, And onthe 1th July the trouble had 
arisen, Some say Sub-prefect. Ho was foolish 
mough to take charge of the prefecture: how- 
aver. there ix talk about the conduct of the 
Prefect ‘of Shilman huvjng tried to avoid the 
expected trowhble with the pretence of illness, 
and the prefect will properly be dealt with. 
This ix the reason why the prefect is suapectad 
of being concerned in the trouble. The Viceroy 
will certainly deal with the prefect properly. 
However, Sub-prefect, Ho ix considered to be 
tao foolish not to have known what wus expected 
to happen while he allowed the prefert to have
